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REMARKS 

With thJ:; amendment, Applicant has canceled claims 24, 29, and 44 without 
prejudice or diflclalmer, and amended claims 14-16, 25-27. 32^-34, 37-39, 43, and 45. 
• As a result, dai ns l, 3-22, 25-28, 30-39, 43, and 45-46 are pending for exam inatJon 
with claims 1, >6, 27, 34, 37, 43, and 45 being Independent claims. 

InJtla^ly, the undersigned wishes to thank Examiner Yang for the courtesies 
extended in the telephone Interview on January 6, 2006. In the brief discussion on 
January 6, regandlng the rejections under § 1023, Examiner Yang cited newly found art 
as U,S, Patent Na. 6,549.200 to Mortlock, In view of the new art, Examiner Yang 
Indicated that only ciafms l and 3-15 would be aJlowable. Thus. Examiner Yang 
suggested amending independent claims 16i 27, 34, 37. 43, and 45 to include 
llmliatlons direaed to oblique parallel projections and morphings or manual renderings. 
Although Apjalkant believes that the claims as previously pending are patentable over 
the cited art, Aj: ph'cant has canceled claims 24. 29, and 44 and amended claims 1 4-1 6, 
25-27* 32-34. ^7-39, 43, and 45 as suggested by the Examiner solely to further 
prosecution of ^he pending application. Thus, Applicant believes that the claims as 
currentty amenced are allowable*

the claims are pitentably distinct over the prior art and that all the rejections to the 
claims have bee i overcome.
